IOWA CAUCUSES COME DOWN TO FINAL 
VOTES BETWEEN SANTORUM, ROMNEY

Rick Santorum and Mitt Romney waged a 
seesaw battle for supremacy in Iowa’s Repub- 
lican presidential caucuses late Tuesday night, 
the opening round of a campaign to pick a 
challenger to President Obama. 

Texas Rep. Ron Paul ran third. 

Returns from 93 percent of the state’s 1,774 
precincts showed Santorum, a former Penn- 
sylvania senator, and Romney a former gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts, in a near dead heat, 
a fitting conclusion to a race as jumbled as 
any since Iowa gained the lead-off position in 
presidential campaigns four decades ago. 


Regardless of the outcome, there was 
enough for either man to claim a victory— 
Romney as the man to beat for the party’s 
nomination and Santorum the leader among 
those struggling to emerge as his unvarnished 
conservative rival in the primaries yet to 
come. 

New Hampshire votes next, and Romney 
is heavily favored in the first-in-the-nation 
primary Tuesday South Carolina on Jan. 21 
figures to be a tougher test, the first contest 
in a Southern state and one that is part of the 
Republican base. 

Former House Speaker Newt Gingrich was 



headed for a fourth-place finish, trailed by 
Texas Gov Rick Perry 

Minnesota Rep. Michele Bachmann was 
far behind, and her campaign manager, Keith 
Nahigian, suggested she might drop out. 

Asked in an interview if he could say with 
certainty she would go forward with her can- 


didacy he told The Associated Press: “I don’t 
know yet. 

“It’s hard to tell, but everything is planned,” 
he added. 

No matter how close the final results in 
Iowa, there were no plans for a recount. 

Doug Heye, a spokesman for the state 
party said the ballots were counted under the 
supervision of campaign representatives who 
certified the totals. He said the numbers were 
double-checked when they were reported 
to state officials and there was no reason to 
check them again. 

“On to New Hampshire,” Gingrich said to 
the cheers of his supporters, vowing to carry 
on his campaign no matter the Iowa outcome. 

The former speaker led in the pre-caucus 
polls as recently as a few weeks ago, only to 
fall under the weight of attack ads.

Millennials who voted for him the first time 
are decidediy iess enthusiastic this year

In a span of four years, Christopher Ivan has gone from cautiously opti- 
mistic to downright pessimistic about the future of the country 
The 26 -year-old University of Chicago graduate student voted for 
Barack Obama and the idea of change in the 2008 presidential election. 
Since then, Ivan has criticized the president for not vigorously defend- 
ing a major health care bill and appointing people who were affiliated 
with federal bailouts to various posts. Ivan also has joined the Occupy 
Chicago movement about economic inequality 


At this point, he is undecided about 
who will get his vote this election and 
whether he’ll give Obama another shot. 
He might boycott altogether. 

Ivan and other young voters helped 
usher Obama into the White House 
with a 51 percent turnout in 2008. But 
four years later, heading into a 2012 
election with ever-changing GOP 
front-runners, polls show the group’s 
public support for the president has 
diminished. While that doesn’t nec- 
essarily mean young voters aren’t en- 
gaged, voting experts said, it remains to 
be seen whether the political activism 
seen in the Tea Party and Occupy move- 
ments will translate into voter turnout 
later this year. The Republican caucuses 
kicked off Tuesday in Iowa. 

Obama’s approval rating among Mil- 
lennials— the 18- to 29 -year-olds who 
were a major base for him in ’08— has 


slipped, but young adults say they’re 
more likely to vote for Obama than a 
Republican candidate, according to at 
least two recent polls. 

With unemployment being the top 
issue for Millennials, some young vot- 
ers don’t see much being done to help 
out-of-work Americans at a time when 
budget bickering overshadowed job 
creation in Washington, said Matthew 
Segal, co-founder of Our Time, a na- 
tional nonprofit dedicated to advanc- 
ing the rights of young Americans. The 
result? “It completely dismantles our 
faith in our political leader and, for that 
matter, in our political system,” he said. 

Enthusiasm among young voters was 
high in 2008 because Obama’s cam- 
paign encouraged participation, his 
personality resonated with them and 
the opportunity for change was excit- 
ing, said Peter Levine, director of Tufts

With about 46 million adults younger than 30 
eligible to vote this year, the question will be 
answered on Election Day on Nov. 6. 

A poll by Harvard’s Institute of Politics found 
a slim majority of Millennials said they “defi- 
nitely” will vote in the upcoming election and 
another 11 percent said they definitely won’t. 

Millennials are looking for candidates who 
are problem solvers. A poll conducted in April 
by Generation Opportunity found 57 percent of 
adults ages 18 to 29 said they would learn more 
about the policies of presidential candidates in 
2012 compared with 2008. And 61 percent said 
they would vote on a candidate’s record, not 
charisma. 

“We actually think that’s a pretty strong sig- 
nal to both parties that if they’re not going to 
come to the table with solutions to create more 
opportunities for young Americans, it doesn’t 
matter how dynamic you are or how catchy 
the rhetoric is,” said Paul Conway, president of 
Generation Opportunity, a nonprofit nonparti- 
san organization focused on young Americans.

University’s Center for Information and Re- 
search on Civic Learning and Engagement. 

But the high level of enthusiasm was unsus- 
tainable, he said, noting that doesn’t necessar- 
ily mean a weak turnout this year. 

Kristopher Anderson, 33, says he will vote 
for Obama again. Still, he sees how voters have 
become frustrated with how things have pro- 
gressed given the unemployment rate and the 
fighting in Congress. Plus, some voters may 
have had too high of expectations, he said. 

“I don’t think at this point people still see 
him as the great hope and change agent he 
presented himself to be,” said Anderson, a 
county government analyst who lives in Ava- 
lon Park. “I think people will see him as the 
better of the two options.” 

While Obama has spearheaded several ini- 
tiatives popular with young voters— allowing 
them to remain on their parents’ insurance 
until age 26, repealing “don’t ask, don’t tell” 
and introducing breaks on student loans— he 
faces an uphill battle. 

“I do think it’s going to be tough,” said 


Jaleesa Smith, 21, president of the Columbia 
College Chicago chapter of the College Dem- 
ocrats of America. “If you have enough people 
that are willing to come together like they did 
in 2008 and be focused and driven and be se- 
rious enough, if they’re in favor of the things 
President Obama has pushed through or has 
done, I think he’ll do great,” she said. 

As chairwoman of the Cook County Abung 
Democrats, Desiree Kettler’s focus is on en- 


ergizing young voters, building momentum 
and reminding them of the effect they can 
have on the upcoming election, she said. 

“We do have a voice and if we throw that 
away we give away our right to complain lat- 
er,” said Kettler, 29. “We have to stay engaged 
in order to effect change, and change takes 
time.” 

Recent polling done by the Pew Research 
Center for the People & the Press found Mil- 


lennials are less engaged in politics now than 
they were in 2007 when party nominations 
were sought. 

A recent poll from Harvard’s Institute of 
Politics found at least two-thirds or more of 
young adults say they are not likely to volun- 
teer on a campaign, donate money to one or 
attend a rally for a candidate. 

“The key findings in our survey suggest that 
Millennials are prepared to show their frus- 
tration not through strong support for the 
eventual Republican nominee, but rather by 
punishing President Obama and the Demo- 
crats by not engaging, volunteering or voting 
in the same volume that they did in 2008,” 
Harvard’s report said. 

Experts said that doesn’t tell the entire 
picture when it comes to young people being 
involved. 

When the flourishing of non-campaign 
political activism around the Occupy and Tea 
Party movements is factored into the equa- 
tion, Levine said, it might be a “pretty ener- 
gized year.”

Pants-freeCTA 
event looming

If you ride the train Sunday, youll 
need a CTA pass but you won’t 
need pants. 

The annual No Pants Subway 
Ride kicks off at noon Sunday at 
1210 W. Arthur St. The ride, which 
is scheduled to last three hours, 
is the same day as New York’s an- 
nual No Pants Subway Ride, which 
began 10 years ago as a prank by 
an improv group. 

Chicago’s event has been held 
for more than five years. More 
than 285 people signed up on 
Facebook to participate, as of 
Tuesday afternoon. More than 
200 CTA riders took the Red Line 
last year sans pants, according to 
news reports. 

The CTA has an ordinance that 
prohibits indecent exposure such 
as exposing buttocks or genitals, 
but "there’s nothing that would 
prevent [riders] from participat- 
ing in that,” CTA spokeswoman 
Catherine HosinskI said in refer- 
ence to the event. 

The event’s planners said on 
Facebook that participants will 
be organized into groups and as- 
signed a specific train car. They 
recommend that riders “sit In the 
car as you normally would. Read a 
magazine or whatever you would 
normally do." 

No Pants Subway Rides are 
scheduled for other cities, includ- 
ing Atlanta and Washington, on 
Sunday as well.

Man confesses

Don’t blame it on the alcohol 


D a new study says that people who commit 
blunders while under the influence of al- 
cohol know the/re doing it; they just don’t care. 

This means buzzed or drunken people who 
engage in embarrassing or harmful behavior can’t 
blame it on not having control, said researcher 
Bruce Bartholov^ associate professor of psychol- 
ogy at the University of Missouri-Columbia. 

While this isn’t the first study that shows 
alcohol alters the behavior of those who con- 
sume it, “it’s the first to show they don’t care 
that they’re making mistakes,” said Bartholow, 
the chief researcher on the study 

Brain tests during the study of 67 people in 
Columbia, Mo., showed that alcohol dulls a 
mechanism in the brain that tells an individual 
to put on the brakes when they realize they’re 
making mistakes. 


When the mechanism is working, “They 
slow down and try not to make the mistake 
again, or they take corrective action,” Bar- 
tholow said. 

Introduce alcohol and someone is more 
likely to disregard the moral stop sign, he said, 
even though they know what they’re doing. 

The study involved people between the ages 
of 21 and 35, students and nonstudents. 

Bartholow said the researchers used devices 
on the participants to measure brain activity as 
the subjects took the tests. Medical technol- 
ogy exists to measure brain activity for impulse 
control, emotion, mood and other functions. 

Nondrinkers had normal activity in the part 
of the brain that regulated recognizing mis- 
takes. Drinkers had less activity he said. 

Nondrinkers who made mistakes slowed

down and tried to correct the errors, he said. 
Drinkers made less of an effort or simply 
moved past their errors, the researcher said, 
even though they knew they’d made errors. 

Researchers also interviewed participants 
after the tests, which helped affirm the find- 
ings in the computer tests, he said.

“One bartender looked at it kind of funny and said, ‘Is 
that real money?’ ” said Pennell, who has traveled with $2 
bills for nearly two decades. “He was a little suspicious, 
but then I explained it and he took it.” 

The $2 bill was discontinued in 1966 but reintroduced 
10 years later as part of the bicentennial celebration. It is 
the rarest of U.S. paper money, as less than i percent of all 
notes produced are $2 bills. 

“There was a TV show on recently where a guy from the 
treasury was being asked why they didn’t consider discon- 
tinuing the $2 bill if they were talking about discontinuing 
the penny and he said, ‘Because they are very popular at 
gentlemen’s clubs and in Clemson, South Carolina’?” Pen- 
nell said, smiling.
